(1) Major Hiruban was the ranking officer in the barracks, 
Le hed previously served with a Slany (N 51/F 50) artillery 
unit, and had later beon stationed in Bory near Pilsen. 


(2) The troops in the barracks fac the following address; 
Tremosna u Pilsen, FO box No. 2 (no street number). 


(3) The unit was made up of artillery, signal; mortar 
artillery and AT artillery troops. The signal troops 
had come from Frilsen=-Slovany. Seventy percent of the 
younger soldiers were Communists. The barracks alse 
housed a military construction deteil of 4 officers and 


(4) Twelve heavy morturs and twenty-four light AT guns 
were stored in the barrecks. Oncs a week exercises with 
mortars were held outside the barracks, The unit was 
equipped with about 15 trucks (prirarily of Soviet make 
71S) and four passenger Cars,
